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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Somersworth, N. H., January 1, 1946. 
To the Trustees of the Somersworth Public Library: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted my report 
as Librarian for the year 1945. 


Although no radical or important changes have 
been attempted, the work of the library has been 
carried on in a satisfactory manner. 


The circulation of books would undoubtedly have 
been much larger if the library had been able to add 
more books. From our book fund the library must 
buy books for young and old, both new publications 
and replacements of worn-out books, fiction and 
non-fiction. 


The number of new books accessioned during the 
year was 423. These books were all carefully se- 
lected and chosen to meet the diversified demands 
and requests of our patrons. Most of the selections 
in non-fiction were important although widely dif- 
ferent. 


We have a continuous book purchase program 
which gives satisfaction to the readers who are al- 
ways on the alert for newest publications. As has 
been our custom for many years new books are 
ready for circulation on the fifteenth day of every 
month. 


It has been the aim of your librarian that every 
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person coming :-to the library should, receive the in- 
formation desired, no matter how difficult it might 
be to search out that information. 

In the next few years there will be a return to 
new interests which were so much affected by the 
war. In these interests the public libraries will be 
called upon to play an important part, with their 
late technical and other new books, and we shall 
strive in every instance to meet these demands. 


Very shortly we shall need a new card catalog 
cabinet. The 120 drawer cabinet in use at present 
is filled with catalog cards and should be supple- 
mented by the purchase of a 60-tray case. The max- 
imum capacity of this case is 72,000 medium weight 
ecards and would meet our requirements for many 
years. 


Our book-stacks are in a very crowded condition; 
we have urgent need for at least two new stacks. 


You will notice that no decorating has been done 
during the past year; it is hoped now that materials 
and labor are available, something may be accom- 
plished in this regard

Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ring- 
ing, not until a box has completed its four rounds. 
Two boxes cannot operate together, and neither 
will work if two are pulled at the same time. 
Never pull two alarms of two boxes for the same 
fire. | 


To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the Key- 
box and open the outside door with the key. 
Pull down the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, 
then let go. Then let the box alone. The clock 
will be seen or heard to be running, and the alarm 
will follow in half a minute or so. Close the door, 
but do not try to remove the key, as it is locked in 
track lock and can only be removed by a release 
key, which is carried by each engineer, who will 
as soon as convenient release and return it. Re- 
member that the firemen will come directly to the 
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box which has been pulled, and be sure that some- 
one stays at the box to direct them to the fire.

Never touch a box except to give an alarm of fire. 
Give an alarm for no cause other than actual fire.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘To the School Board and Citizens of Somersworth: 


I am privileged to present my seventeenth annual 
report, which is the fifty-second report of a Superin- 
tendent. As usual the financial account and most of 
the statistics cover the school year from July 1, 1944 
to June 30, 1945 made to cenform to State and Na- 
tional reports, 


Teachers 


The elementary corps of teachers has remained 
intact, but at the high school Mrs. Jessie Lanouette 
O’Maley has been replaced by Miss Rosemary Red- 
den of Dover, an inexperienced graduate of the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. We regret the loss of 
‘Mrs. O’Malley’s experienced teaching and help with 
girls’ athletics. It was not until November that we 
were able to find a second Shop instructor for the 
Manual Training of Grades 7, 8, and Special and Gen- 
eral Shop for Grades 9 and 10. Mr. Eugene Little- 
field, a returning veteran and a graduate of the cur- 
riculum in Trades and Industries at Keene Teachers’ 
College, is completing the year. 


Our music supervisor, Miss Jane Guyer, secured a 
lucrative position in Portland, Oregon. Mrs. Nancy 
Carr Brooks, a graduate of the four year curriculum 
at Oberlin, has taken the position. and we hope that 
she will remain with us. 


The number of handicapped children taught at 
home is now only four and. Miss Blanche Thibodeau 
and Mrs. Bernadette Pellerin are their teachers. 
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The Report of the School Nurse is informative. 
The clinics held are producing results. Each year 
shows a little progress. Somersworth is very for- 
tunate in not having more children with hearing and. 
sight so defective that they must be sent to special 
schools. 


Enumeration and Enrollment 

In November Mr. William Ball made the Annual 
Enumeration for the School Board, and his figures 
are given below with those of the three years just 
preceeding. Note how little change there has been 
in the total number of pupils. Until there are more 
tenements available, we can not expect much change. 
We hope that the High School enrollment will in- 
crease.

Schools At War 


The pupils of the Chandler School again this year 
have purchased War Stamps and Bonds. The total 
amount of their purchase was $4,189.10. Once a 
week on ‘‘Bank Day” the pupils would buy stamps 
sold by the teachers. Every month a record was 
kept and every class had over 90% participation. 
This record allowed the school to keep flying its 
“Minute Man Flag’’ as every school must maintain 
this 90% standard to do so. The school has also re- 
ceived several ‘“‘Certificates of Merit’? from the Treas- 
ury Department for its excellent participation in the 
“Schools At War Program.” 
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The pupils of the Burleigh School purchased under’ 
the same plan as above War Stamps and Bonds. 
amounting to $2408.40. From September 1945 to 
January 1, 1946 the amount is $713.10. The good 
work in both schools will continue through this year. 


Transportation 


This year a third bus has been added for transpor- 
tation, and the pupils are returned to their homes 
for the noon lunch. This transportation problem has 
grown to such proportions as to become a burden on 
the city. 


Pupils transported in 1945-1946 are as follows: 
To the High School, 23; To the Chandler School, 56; 
To the Burleigh School, 49; To St. Martin’s, 86 and 
to Holy Trinity, 59, or a total of 273. See table of 
statistics for comparison with last year. 


Federal funds are still available to help a lunch 
program, and an allowance of 2 cents per half pint 
bottle is allowed for the purchase of milk. Thus 
any pupil may purchase for 2 cents an appetizing 
mid-morning lunch. Owing to the drastic milk short- 
age, the distribution did not begin until December 3. 


Last May the schools presented an operetta en- 
titled ‘“‘A South American Festival.’’ This work re- 
quired a great deal of costume making which was ed- 
ucational work for both High and Grammar School 
pupils. So many teachers and parents helped, that I 
can not enumerate them, but I wish them all to know 
that their work was appreciated. 


It is extremely difficult to ‘‘put on a show” in Som- 
ersworth due to the fact that proper facilities are not 
available and that proper dress rehearsals can not 
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be held. We shall try again but probably on a less 
elaborate scale. 


All so-called Defense Courses ended just before 
V Day, but Somersworth has profited from them by 
having.a Welding Outfit, complete with several hun- 
dred pounds of welding rod, helmets, and gloves, 
donated to the High School. So far the school has 
received from Surplus War Materials, tools and ma- 
chinery valued at about $6,000. It is hoped and ex- 
pected that such needed equipment as projectors 
and duplicating machines and other office equip- 
ment may be made available by the Surplus Proper- 
ties Administration. These would fill a long felt 
need. 


No educational meetings have been held by the 
teacher associations, and this has been detrimental 
to morale. Mr. H. P. Mullen was sent to Concord 
by the teachers of this Union to act as their delegate 
and report the action of the State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. Two meetings of the Union teachers have been 
held. At one meeting Mr. Mullen reported. Your 
superintendent has been a member of the Educa- 
tional Council of the State for thirteen years and has 
never missed a meeting. He has attended the Octo- 
ber Conference of Educational Leaders of New Eng- 
land and the meeting of the New England Associa- 
tion of School Superintendents held in November. 
There has been no expense for these meetings charg- 
ed to the Supervisory Union. 


No school time has been lost because of drivers, 
rationing, or other Federal projects. See elsewhere 
in this report an account of savings activities. 

Very few repairs were made last summer due to 
shortage of manpower. Buildings are now badly 
in need of painting and refinishing.

The General Court of 1945 made available to all 
teachers a retirement allowance which is attractive 
to the older teachers as well as beginners. Under 
this law the teacher contributes a certain percentage 
of each year’s salary, not to exceed $100, and in turn 
the School] District must contribute a certain per- 
centage, not exceeding 6 per cent, at present it is 
fixed at 4 per cent. Female teachers may then re- 
tire at the age of sixty and male teachers at sixty- 
five and receive a substantial annuity. This law 
should be welcomed by the smaller cities and those 
School Districts that can not afford a retirement sys- 
tem of their own. The local systems of several cities 
have now been abandoned, and the teachers request- 
ed to join the State Retizxement Association. 


The war is over, but not its effects on the schools, 
both good and bad. Your schools have not felt the 
shortage of materials or services except as to teach- 
ers. Last year we were obliged to discontinue Shop 
work for Grades 9 and 10 at the High School and 
Manual Arts for the boys of Grades 7 and 8 and 
from the ungraded room due to lack of a teacher. 


The good results are not yet apparent. We expect 
to see great changes in teaching especially in the 
secondary schools, partly as a result of practices 
adopted from methods used by the armed forces and 
' because of the availability of visual aids and other 
mechanical devices... We expect that greater interest 
will be taken on the part of the Federal Government 
in betterment of school facilities. Probably through 
Federal building grants. Somersworth should be 
ready to modernize its schools. The old Burleigh 
School was built on honor and has served its purpose 
well. However, it is now worn out, hard and expen- 
sive to heat, and with toilet facilities obsolete. This 
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building should be replaced by a modern building 
Which should contain not only rooms for the grades, 
but in addition facilities for a modern kindergarten 
and lunch room which could be used by all. three 
public schools of the city. Our transportation is be- 
ing well done, but it is expensive. Noon time trans- 
portation counts for about one third of the cost of 
transportation. It is not now feasible to abandon it, 
because there is no room available to care for about 
150 bus pupils at lunch. If we had a room, the cost 
to outfit one temporarily would not justify the ex- 
penditure. he Chandler School, outside of lunch 
facilities, is fairly modern and adaptable. However, 
there is no play space of any kind; and this hampers 
a physical education program. The High School as 
a classical building is adequate, but an adequate 
gymnasium or assembly hall has never been provid- 
ed. Even for a Christmas program of the elementary 
schools we had to secure the use of a Church vestry. 
An athletic building should be constructed on the 
high school grounds, and either the Noble Pines made 
a suitable play field or some other field secured. 


In spite of good athletic teams, our physical edu- 
cation throughout the system should be improved. 
All pupils should take part and not alone those in- 
terested in sports. This program is the weak spot in 
our city. Itis hoped soon that we may be able to em- 
' ploy a trained physical director qualified to super- 
vise such a program through all the grades. The 
City of Dover is now employing two directors, one 
for boys and one for girls. A 


In closing I wish to thank the Mayor and all mem- 
bers of the School Committee for attendance at 
monthly meetings and friendly co-operation. All 
our problems have been looked at with an open mind 
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and solved for what we hope is for the best interests 
of the boys and girls of this city.

REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


For the past several years the high school enroll- 
ment has shown a steady decline. This in itself is 
not unusual. Each summer we have a large number 
leaving: school in June who do not return in the Fall. 
What is unusual is that recently the losses have been 
occuring during the school year itself. From Sep- 
tember, 1944, to June, 1945, we had forty-three dis- 
charges, and of this number, 28 were boys. These 
losses were caused largely by voluntary enlistments 
in the Navy, which accepted boys as soon as they 
had reached their seventeenth birthday. On the 
other hand, the Selective Service Board did not take 
boys until they were eighteen, and if they were in 
the last half of the school year, a deferment could 
be secured until after graduation. Consequenily, 
» we lost only one boy by the draft as compared with 
the larger number who enlisted. Since none of these 
pupils had received a diploma, it was assumed that 
their school life was not at an end. And so we come 
to the theme of this report “The Veteran and the 
school.” 


Officials of the armed services have encouraged 
all of these men to secure—if they have not already 
done so—a high school diploma. Working in co- 
operation with the army officials was our State De- 
partment of Education, which specified the routine 
necessary to secure a diploma in New Hampshire 
schools. Briefly they are these: In addition to credits 
‘already earned in the high school, credit may also be 
given for certain courses in schools conducted by the 
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Army and also for correspondence courses under the 
sponsorship of the Armed Forces Institute. The last. 
two must be certified by a properly qualified military 
officer. That was our first problem.. It is extremely 
dificult for a layman to evaluate the work done in 
an Army school and compare it with the work offer- 
ed in any high school curriculum. These two fields 
are worlds apart. Army training is a highly-special- 
ized profession which can find no equivalent in peace- 
time schools. Another difficulty is that the army cer- 
tificate rarely states how much actual time was de- 
voted to the subject. The length of the course in 
weeks is given, but never the number of periods per 
week nor the length of the period. For this reason 
many of the schools are asking the state department 
to take over and administer this problem of evalua- 
tion. The state department, it may be said, will not 
only evaluate this material, but will also award ar 
Equivalence Diploma to those who are found to pos- 
sess sixteen or more credits. In this way, the com- 
munity is relieved ofa dual responsibility: that of 
evaluating work for which it has neither norms nor 
standards, and it likewise escapes the danger of 
cheapening its diploma through a misdirected desire 
to help the ex-service man. , 


Since we were first informed of these state require- 
ments, very few inquiries have come to us. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, we have had only two. One of these—a 
boy who had left school three months before gradua- 
tion—had easily done enough to earn his diploma. 
The other, who had completed only the first year, 
was advised as to the proper procedure, but we have 
heard nothing more from him. Let us hope he was 
not too easily discouraged. | 


Recently, more intimate talks with some of the re- 
turning veterans have been very illuminating. To

some of them, by fact and hearsay, the very thought 


of further mental application is quite abhorrent. 
Some others would like further training, but in a 
school where manual dexterity is the sole require- 
ment. Such skills are, at present. developed in the 
Area Schoois which were recently organized in Ports- 
mouth and Manchester. A few boys have expressed 
an interest in them. Three have secured transcripts 
of their high school record to make application to 
post-secondary institutions; two to the University of 
New Hempshire and one to Northeastern. 


It seems to me that our major problem concerns 
those boys who either did not enter high school at 
all or, having entered, withdrew before graduation. 
The pressing question is whether we have done 
enough in encouraging these boys to secure the di- 
plomas which may be so necessary to them in the 
immediate future. Should we wait for the man to 
come to the school or should we, if we have a worth- 
while. product to sell, approach them with a clear, 
‘concise plan for the completion of their education? 
It would, in my opinion, be must salutary if we could 
circularize this information concerning Equivalence 
Diplomas to all our Somersworth boys and girls who 
have not graduated from high school. 


Each year we try to incorporate in this report some 


‘phase of school work which we think might be of 


interest to those who read it. During the past year 
the pupils have presented some assembly programs 
which are of more than passing interest. Our as- 
semblies, as most of our readers are aware, have a 
three-fold purpose. First, to unify the school by 
bringing together in a single body all of the pupils of 
all classes. Secondly the assembly should, and does, 


' constitute a break in the regular routine of the school, 
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thus affording a period of relaxation, and as such, it: 
is given a hearty welcome. And, finally, the assem- 
bly is used net only to search for talent in the school, 
but also to develop it once it has been found. 


To return to last year’s assemblies. Some were 
prepared by. individuals, some by groups, but all were 
simple, technically correct, and satisfying. We shall 
mention only a few of them. One girl demonstrated 
the making and trimming of hats. Another prepared 
and served numerous tasty and gastronomically at- 
tractive desserts. To hold the attention and interest 
of two hundred young people for forty minutes, as 
these girls did, was an achievement of no small merit. 
For another program a group of boys discussed, ex- 
plained and demonstrated the proper procedure for 
conducting a track meet. The proper stance for eer- 
tain events was explained in detail, the muscles that 
are brought into play and the proper way to handle 
the various equipment. On another occasion, the man- 
ly are of self defense was the topic for the demonstra- 
tion. These are but a few of the many, and they 
are mentioned here because ney are typical of our 
assembly programs. 


For the benefit of those young people who like to 
dance and also because we feel that the social side 
of school life ought not to be ignored, the school has 
sponsored——in addition to the more ambitious parties 
such as the Junior Prom—a series of six informal 
dances to which only members of the school were 
admitted. The music was supplied by records. 
Hence the name, ‘‘Record Hops.” 


We are again fortunate this year in being able to 
report certain gifts and donations to the school. The 
Class of 1945 purchased for us a microphone to be* 
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used in conjunction with our loud speaker. It was 
used for the first time at the 1945 Graduation Exer- 
cises. A set of the Encyclopedia Britannica was the 
gift of Mr. John L. Glidden, and numerous books, 
charts, and maps were presented to us by Mr. James 
F. Malley. For all these gifts, the school wishes to 
express its deepest gratitude to the donors.
